VOCATIONAL TRAINING 
The legislature of 1911 realizing 
the need of a type of training that 
will more intimately connect school 
activities with the daily life of the 
people made provision to take over 
the Stout Industrial Institute and in 
the same bill created the State Board 
of Industrial 
education. 
Provision 
was also made for local hoards 
of 
education charged with the duty of 
establishing and fostering vocational, 
commercial, continuation, and even­ 
ing schools. 
The same act provided 
for a deputy to the state superinten­ 
dent to he known as the assistant for 
Industrial education. These laws. to­ 
gether with amendments relating 
to 
agricultural and domestic arts, mark­ 
ed a new departure in the education­ 
al policy of the state. 
The efficiency of industrial educa­ 
tion is peculiarly dependent upon the 
equipment of its teachers. The wis­ 
dom of adding the Stout Institute to

BUSINESS FOR NOVEMBER 
The high tide of business in the 
United States continues to be reflect­ 
ed in the railway statistics compiled 
by the bureau of railway economic® 
from the reports of the railways to 
the interstate commerce commission. 
The returns for 
last 
November 
show* an increase over November of 
the previous year, but do not main­ 
tain the ratio of increase displayed 
by the month of October; while op­ 
erating revenues increased $122 per 
mile of line for the month, operating 
expenses increased $74, and net rev­ 
enue only $48.33. 
Taxes were great­ 
er than for the previous November, 
amounting to $46 per mile of line. 
Operating income averaged $12.13 
per mile of line for each day in No­ 
vember, an amount greater by $1.63 
than for November, 1911. 
This is 
the entire amount available to the 
railways 
for 
rentals, 
interest on 
bonds, appropriations and dividends. 
For the five months of the fiscal 
year the net operating revenue per 
mile of line of the eastern railways, 
compared with 
the 
corresponding 
months of the previous 
year, 
in­ 
creased 9.3 per cent: that of the 
western railways increased 15.8 per 
cent, while that of the railways of 
the south increased less than one- 
tenth of I per cent. 
For the eleven months of the cal­ 
endar year the net operating reve­ 
nue per mile of line of the eastern 
railways, compared with the corres­ 
ponding months of the previous year, 
increased 4.8 per cent; that of the 
western railways 7.4 per cent, w*hile 
that of the railways of the south 
shows a decrease of 4.5 per cent.
